The United States Army Reserve and ROTC attract 
college students by offering tuition reimbursement, 
training, and a chance to enhance one’s personal 
resume. Over the years, many students have joined 
these programs while attending college in order to pay 
for school, as well as learn essential skills. With war 
against Iraq on the horizon, a select few students at 
UML have been called to active duty much sooner than 
they planned. 

The Air Force ROTC is a leadership program, which 
provides an alternative for financing an education. 
C-?:- n Erickson of the UML AFROTC Detachment 
that. despite the fears of many parents, “No ROTC 
has been called up, nor can be called to active duty.” 
The >tudents involved with the program are “Obligated 
Reserve" and “do not serve on active duty until after 
graduation and being commissioned into the Air Force 
as _ >econd lieutenant.” 

The .Army Reserve, on the other hand, does not make 
this promise. Jonathan Gagne is an Army Reservist and 
UML student who joined the 342 Military Police 
Detachment in March of 2001. According to Gagne, he 

ined the Reserves because he felt the they offered a 
good stepping-stone for his career in criminal justice, 
^fortunately, according to Gagne, "No one could have 
expected what happened on September 11, after that 
nothing has been the same.” 

When asked about how getting called to duty affects 
_:fe A L~ML. Gagne stated that one member of his unit, 
Sean Bellao, a student at UMass Lowell, was activated 
m December. “Typically,” he said, “tuition gets reim¬ 



bursed, but a student does 
actually have to withdraw 
from the University.” 

Along with leaving school. 

Reservists also have to get 
their bills in order and say 
“goodbye” to family. The 
amount of notice given 
may vary, but usually 
ranges from one month to 
seven days. 

Gagne seemed solemn 
on the topic of leaving 
home. He stated that he 
had received a call and 
may be activated soon. 

“You tell yourself everyday 
that it could happen, that 
way its not a slap in the 
face,” he said. When most 
of my friends found out, 
their mouths just dropped.” 

Gagne was much more 
optimistic by saying, “Fm 
leaving school, but I'm 
gaining experience that will help me in the future. Fve 
been ready for it for a while." He is comforted by the

Olney flood: unexpected Valentine’s surprise

On Feb. 14, a water pipe in Olney Hall on north 
campus froze, then burst, flooding the main hallway. 

A little before 1 p.m., UML student Jonathan 
Decelles, recalls hearing “a sound that I thought was 
someone dragging a plastic trash barrel down the hall¬ 
way.” Decelles elaborates, saying, “A few minutes later 
the noise got even louder, so I got up and went to the 
door with the intention of shutting it, so I could hear 
what [my] instructor was saying. It was then that I 
noticed that there was foaming water rushing down the 


hallway just outside the door. The water was just pass¬ 
ing the doorway in which I was standing. There was 
also a chemical smell of gas or oil.” 

Decelles went on to explain that the water did not 
flood his classroom right away because “the force of 
the spray was going towards the connecting hallway to 
the one the classroom was in, so most of the water 
ended up in that hallway and not in ours.” 

David Kiser, of the University’s Facilities 
Department, explains that the incident occurred when a 
water pipe in the entrance next to Ball Hall became 
encrusted with ice. After the ice melted, the release of 
pressure caused the sprinkler heads to break, and also 
left a gaping hole in the pipe, which, in turn, flooded 


the hallway. There was also oil present in the water 
pipe, which is what caused the chemical smell. 

The Lowell Fire Department arrived on the scene 
almost immediately. Students from some classes were 
dismissed, while others, including Decelles', waited 
patiently outside for about 20 minutes. When classes 
resumed, the oil smell was still present in the building; 
however, firefighters reassured professors and stu¬ 
dents, alike, that the odor was not a health hazard. 

By the end of his class, Decelles noted, “There was 
no trace of the incident in the hallways, except the fact 
that the floors were clean for the first time since I had 
been there this semester.” 
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Phi Kappa Sigma loses house

Several weeks ago, the local unrecog¬ 
nized fraternity. Phi Kappa Sigma, lost 
their fraternity house after being 
reviewed by Lowell’s building inspector, 
health inspector. Fire chief, and police 
officials. 

Confusion has spread across campus 
about exactly what happened to Phi 
Kappa Sigma. A captain of the Lowell 
Fire Department said, “They (the city of 
Lowell ) were looking for any reason to 
shut those kids down, they were sick of 
their partying. Every department in 
Lowell was called upon for inspection.” 

The captain went on to say that offi¬ 
cials “knew they’d find something but 
they wanted to make sure they found 
everything.” 

Phi Kappa Sigma president, Geoff 
Blanchette believes that the broadness of 
“those kids” leaves room for interpreta¬ 
tion. 

The former Phi Kappa Sigma house is 
located on Plymouth Street, as well as 
the house of fraternity Sigma Phi 


Omicron. Plymouth Street is located 
close to North Campus. The general area 
around North Campus is home to all the 
fraternity houses in Lowell including 
Omicron Pi, Sigma Gamma Tau, and 
Delta Kappa Phi. 

University Police seemed to agree with 
Blanchette. After rumors that a crazy 
party led to ten homeless Phi Kappa 
Sigma brothers, a University officer stat¬ 
ed, “The house was simply condemned, 
it was not safe to be lived in.” 

Blanchette said the guys that were liv¬ 
ing in the house were given four hours to 
clear out. 

Phi Kappa Sigma originated at the 
University of Massachusetts Lowell in 
1990. Two years later they became part 
of the greater Phi Kappa Sigma National 
Council. The house on Plymouth St. has 
been occupied by Phi Kappa Sigma for 
the past nine years. A landlord who is not 
affiliated with Phi Kappa Sigma owns 
the house. The landlord/tenant relation¬ 
ship was very lax, according to 
Blanchette. The landlord “only stopped 
by once a month to collect rent, ignored 
our warnings about problems in the 


house, and preferred we pay each month 
in cash,” Blanchette. 

The oldest of the brothers in the house 
was 22 years old, and several of them 


were under 21. Immediately after evacu¬ 
ation the brothers resided in Blanchette’s 
apartment, but all ten have now found 
other places of residence.

He made several political ref¬ 
erences, but made a point to 
give recognition to women. In 


history and mythology of 
ancient Africa, civilization was 
primarily matriarchal. It was 
women who discovered seeds 
and the development of growing 
crops. As a result, hunters had 
stable food supplies and no 
longer had to migrate from place 
to place in search of food. Soon, 
2>£Ui£menLk became villages and 
the villages turned into towns 
and cities. Civilization and the 
African culture flourished 
throughout the continent. This 


success came from women and 
it is remarkable that the men 
accepted the political leadership 
of women or, as Toure put it, a 
“matriarchal queendom.” 

From the soil of ancient 
African civilization to the slav¬ 
ery in American history, Toure 
touched all grounds. When the 
Aincans were taken from their 
homelands to be slaves in 
America, they were forced to 
accept the patriarchal state of 
governing. According to Toure, 


it was a psychological transfor¬ 
mation. Black women had the 
burden to face social discrimina¬ 
tions that were set against them 
at work, while at home they suf¬ 
fered from the oppression 
caused by their husbands. 

The first African slaves were 
brought to America in 1526. It 
was not until the 1960s that 
Black people achieved equality 
and freedom in their lives after 
more than four hundred and fifty 
years of racial discrimination. 


Lush fields, violence, crimes against humanity

On Wednesday, Feb. 19, 
Hector Giraldo, one of twenty 
Colombian trade unionists here 
in America on one-year asylum 
lectured extensively at Lydon 
Library on the bloody state of 
affairs in Colombia. 

Giraldo, with the assistance of 
his interpreter, spoke of the cri¬ 
sis that has been raging on for 
decades in his country, giving 
some chilling statistics; in 2002, 
172 unionists were killed, 164 
received death threats, 26 were 
kidnapped, 17 had assassination 
attempts made on their lives, 
seven “disappeared,” 132 were 
unlawfully detained, and 80 
who, put under fear of death, 
chose exile. 

Arrangements were made by 
the Labor Extension Program 
and by Cathy Crumbley, director 
of the Lowell Center for 
Sustainable Production, to bring 
Giraldo to UMass. The Lowell 
campus is one of many stops in 
a nation-wide tour intended to 
raise awareness of the atrocities 
endured by unionists and non- 
unionists alike. His trip and the 
subsequent lecture dates were 
sponsored by the AFL-CIO. 

The problem in Colombia is 
its power structure; its power 
elite wish to keep her huge 
wealth of natural and commer¬ 
cial resources to themselves at 


any cost. For this rea¬ 
son they employ the 
para-military, 10,000 
men under the govern¬ 
ment’s control who 
were placed on the 
world’s operating ter¬ 
rorist group list on 
September 10, 2001. 

Giraldo’s decision to 
come to the U.S. was 
based on the events 
that occurred 
December 16, 2001. 

While conducting a 
meeting in the town of Andes 
Antiocha, his union leader was 
shot seven times by para-mili¬ 
tary who stormed the room. This 
is apparently their chief method 
of intimidation, “to murder the 
loudest voice.” 

Colombia’s citizens are no dif¬ 
ferent than ours; they live and 
work to provide for their fami¬ 
lies, always chasing, but never 
quite reaching the elusive 
“Colombian Dream”. The hope 
that their children will achieve 
what they never did and that 
they may not have to work as 
hard they did, is one carried by 
all Colombians. 

Bearing a grave countenance, 
Giraldo continued his oratory, 
speaking of Coca-cola and 
branches of other multi-nationals 
located in Colombia. “Rather 
than give the workers a living 
wage, they pay the para-military 
to make sure the workers accept 
what is given.” This is the rea¬ 
son he believes the “situation in 


Colombia is an international 
problem,” since corporations 
from around the world are situat¬ 
ed there. 

Because of the absolute rule 
of the government and the sav¬ 
age para-military presence, these 
multi-nationals are able to real¬ 
ize enormous profits simply by 
paying off the government offi¬ 
cials to prevent the workers from 
organizing and demanding what 
is rightfully theirs. Giraldo peti¬ 
tioned those in attendance to 
contact their representative in 
Congress so that changes in U.S. 
policy may be felt by those suf¬ 
fering in Colombia. 

When asked whether he would 

choose permanent asylum in 
America to resuming the fight 
for human rights in Colombia, 
Giraldo said, “I have to go back 
to continue the fight for all those 
living who have lost family. I 
will go back to fight for the 
Colombian Dream.”

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Phi Kappa Sigma responds to controversy

The heat was pumped up to an ultimate level last 
» -ek in the Connector with a letter from an unidenti- 
:.ec student who put forth their opinion against fraterni¬ 
ty life. 

Administrators at the University of Massachusetts 
Lowell stopped recognizing fraternities and sororities 
-e .eral years ago. The decision was based in part on an 
alleged hazing incident that resulted in a death many 
> ago. Due to the fact that fraternities are not recog¬ 
nized by the University, there is no way to set a stan¬ 
dard for all the fraternities to follow. This allows a 
gr :up of people to get together and call themselves a 
fraternity while they are not required to follow 
L mversity policies. While some of the fraternities at 
this school are part of a national council and do follow 
strict rules that are given to them, others are simply a 
icval smaller version of the nationally known fraterni¬ 
ties. 

While the fraternity Phi Kappa Sigma was known for 


their outrageous parties, they also perform a variety of 
community service acts. “We also raised $1,500 dollars 
towards Cancer research this year doing a charity event 
called the Cardboard City,” said Geoff Blanchette, Phi 
Kappa Sigma president. “We have not had one problem 
with the law in the past three years,” Blanchette added. 

Phi Kappa Sigma is also nationally recognized and 
follows a set of core rules guided by the Council of Phi 
Kappa Sigma. Omicron Pi is a fraternity that is not 
nationally recognized they have participated in commu¬ 
nity service. The brothers raised money in honor of 
September 11, and formed a relief program. Another 
fraternity. Sigma Gamma Tau, is known for community 
service projects such as an annual River Clean-Up, 
though they lost their national charter about three weeks 
ago. 

Shortly after the negative letter that was aimed at fra¬ 
ternity life was published last Tuesday and the papers 
were delivered, they disappeared from the distribution 
bins in the South Dining Hall, Dugan Hall, and Fox 
Hall. An eye-witness says she saw two men attempt to 
leave Sheehy Hall with stacks of the issue in their arms. 
The witness was uncertain as to whether the men were 


members of a fraternity. 

Blanchette denies any involvement by Phi Kappa 
Sigma stating, “A lot of fraternities were really upset by 
this, it could have been anyone. My mother was getting 
calls from people who have seen the Connector asking 
her about some of the things. It was really offensive.” 

Connector Editor-in-Chief Rob Velella defends the 
newspaper’s right to print the letter. “We rarely deny 
any student the opportunity to submit their opinion,” he 
said. “I personally regret any confusion from people 
feeling it was presented as hard news. Our opinion poli¬ 
cy clearly states that letters are the opinions of the 
author, not of the staff or the newspaper.” 

Some complaints about the letter included accusa¬ 
tions about parties being very dangerous. According to 
fraternity members, the chances of danger and being 
put in an unpleasant situation at a fraternity party are 
as likely as they would be in a bar or a club. A former 
brother of Sigma Gamma Tau says, “If a girl pays her 
money to get in and drinks, she puts her self at risk of 
being hit on. She’s drinking, the brother is drinking, 
we are at an equal level. No one is forcing her to 
stay.” 


Billie Holiday remembered at UML

Billie Holiday’s riveting vocal 
prowess and spirit were remembered 
:~r jgh song and history during the 
“Strange Fruit” presentation in O’Leary 
Library on Feb. 19. 

The presentation was another chapter 
:: Black History month and it proved to 

an amazing event, capturing the 
“•eauty and courageousness of Holiday 
as she braved the world by singing 
**Strauge Fr.un' for all to hear. 

The presentation included an informa¬ 
tive documentary on the history of 
Billie Holiday’s controversial song, 
“Strange Fruit,” as well a speech by 
Enc Jackson, the well known radio per¬ 
sonality' for WGBH’s “Eric in the 
Evening.” who told of Holiday’s contri¬ 
butions w ith great enthusiasm. 

“I couldn't believe the first time I 
heard Billie Holiday,” said Jackson. 

“Her voice and her music were just 
gripping.” 

Jackson had the audience laughing 
and smiling with his witty and passion¬ 
ate words. He has a consummate knowl¬ 
edge of jazz, its history, and the social 
importance of Holiday’s musical legacy. 

During Jackson’s speech, he stressed 
what set Holiday apart from the rest of 
the music world at the time, explaining, 
“Billie's voice had a delicate sweetness. 
It could make you cry.” 

Bom in Philadelphia in 1915, Holiday 
came into the world with a truly unique 


and captivating voice that stunned the 
music world from the first times she 
began to sit in on jam sessions with jazz 
veterans from Baltimore. 

Holiday grew up listening to the few 
jazz vocalists who were on the scene 
during her time, such as Bessie Smith, 
Ethel Waters, and Louis Armstrong. 
Singing in nightclubs in Baltimore and 
New York City, Holiday made a name 
for herself by impressing music giants 
like John Hammond. Benny Goodman, 
and Lester Young. 

There was no doubt that Holiday was 
ahead of her Ume iu terms or'usmg her. 
voice as a true instrument,” Jackson 
added. “She could even color an indi¬ 
vidual note. That was extremely unique 
at the time.” 

Although Holiday had already made a 
name for herself in the music world, it 
was the original poem by a Jewish man 
named Abel Meeropol, entitled “Strange 
Fruit,” that Holiday “recomposed” and 
made legendary. 

Meeropol originally wrote the 
“Strange Fruit” poem based upon his 
view of the gruesome nature of lynch- 
ings in the United States. Lynchings 
were so prevalent that between the years 
of 1882-1968, 4,743 lynchings 
occurred, and astonishingly, 3,496 of 
those deaths were African Americans. 
Although the Civil War and slavery had 
“legally” passed, the reconstruction era 
proved that southern leaders of the day 
had little regard towards African 
Americans and their right for human 
equality in society.

When Holiday fused her soulful voice 
to the poetic words of “Strange Fruit” in 
1939, it became one of history’s most 
inspiring songs and a staple of protest 
and desired equality. According to 
Jackson, “Billie came to ‘Strange Fruit’ 
and gave it feeling. She made you feel 
the words.” 

Erik Shaw, the Assistant Dean of 
freshman at UMass Lowell as well as 
one of the organizers of the Holiday 
presentation, stated. “‘Strange Fruit' 
was haunting and beautiful.” 


To this day, a number of musicians 
have performed “Strange Fruit,” includ¬ 
ing Ella Fitzgerald, Cassandra Wilson, 
Marcus Miller, UB40, Sting, and Tori 
Amos, further solidifying Holiday’s 
place as one of the most important 
singers in history. 

Although Holiday died quite young, 
at the age of 44, in 1959, the woman 
known as “Lady Day” will forever be 
remembered as the romantic singer w ho 
pioneered a brilliant and undeniable 
song of freedom in “Strange Fruit.”

Our North Korea Problem

North Korean president Kim Jong II has promised “total war" if the 
United States so much as threateningly sneezes in the direction of the 
communist state. Kim's claim, and the fact that the North has nuclear 
capabilities has many in the international community understandably 
worried. But Kim's talk is just that: talk, backed by the threat of 
nuclear war and some sinister activities that include the reactivation 
of nuclear facilities. The reality is if Kim were to actually utilize a 
nuclear (or non-nuclear) weapon on South Korea or Japan or anyone 
else for that matter, he wouldn't be long for this world. 

Think back to the most volatile point of the Cold War, the 1960*s. 
Khrushchev’s Soviet Union was vastly more powerful, more popu¬ 
lous, and much larger than present-day North Korea. But even with 
Russia a worthy adversary for the U.S., Khrushchev recognized the 
idea of “mutually assured destruction" in the event of a nuclear war 
between the two superpowers. For nearly fifty years, the leaders of 
these nations acknowledged this maxim and the result was not only 
the avoidance of nuclear war, but also any direct war between the two 
countries. 

These days North Korea doesn't have the leverage that the Soviets 
enjoyed, and its being slightly smaller than Mississippi would put it at 
a disadvantage in a blow for blow nuclear war with the U.S. This 
leads those who say that Kim is rational, to believe that he won't be 
launching nuclear weapons anytime soon. However, there is no way 
of assessing his rationality or lack thereof, which is why it’s necessary 
for Washington to be cautious. Kim has made it a point to put the 
U.S. on the spot, basically telling the world that it’s our job to allevi¬ 
ate the situation, preferably by blackmail like the good old days when 
everyone thought North Korea was behaving itself nuclear-wise. 

Economic sanctions are a good way to put the squeeze on North 
Korea, especially if the always reluctant China participates since it 
accounts for over half of the international aid given to the North. Kim 
has said sanctions would mean war, but this is most likely a bluff, but 
if not fme: let him fire the first shot so that the world may unite 

-against him. 

Since the North must ration electricity and is plagued by food 
shortages, the effects of sanctions could be devastating for the impov¬ 
erished country and its leader Its people already believe that the U.S. 
is to blame for their economic hardships thanks to the anti-American 
state-run media, so sanctions are unlikely to make new enemies. That 
North Korea could be crushed by nonbelligerent means is optimistic 
speculation, but perhaps Washington should assume this. 

The imposing of sanctions is unlikely to provoke Kim into launch¬ 
ing “total war," and is certainly better than blackmail or using force. 
Whether this tough talk by the North Korean leader is motivated by 
craziness, stupidity, or a risky cleverness, is unknown, but what is 
obvious is that this crisis demands immediate action.

I think an attack on Iraq would be mistaken and 
immoral. 

I respect people’s fear that unless Iraq's weapons of 
mass destruction (WMD) are destroyed by force, 
Saddam Hussein will use them against the US and our 
allies. Many are understandably worried about terror¬ 
ism, and friends or family in the armed forces. 

Arguments against war include: 

Since the 1991 Gulf War, the West’s policy towards 
Iraq has been sanctions and containment. This policy 
has worked: Iraq has not attacked any country. 

A war would likely cause thousands of casualties. 
Because of Iraq’s deep ethnic and religious divisions, 
after a victory there would be a long American occupa¬ 
tion of a dangerous, chaotic country 

The war and the occupation would cost billions— 
many times more than the Gulf War. At a time of eco¬ 
nomic recession and budget deficits, war would gravely 
handicap our ability to meet critical needs like education 
and the environment. 

A key factor is American companies' quest for control 
over Iraq's oil. Iraq has the world's second largest oil 
reserves. After a US victory, Haliburton Corporation 
would get big contracts to rebuild Iraq's oilfields. 
Haliburton’s former CEO? Vice-President Cheney. 

Iraq may be hiding some WMD in trucks and trains.

percent of Iraq’s WMD were 
already destroyed in the mid- 
1990s. Saddam Hussein is 
more likely to use any WMD 
he still has in a war, out of des¬ 
peration. 

American policy about 
WMD is highly inconsistent. 
North Korea has—unlike 
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Iraq—admitted to developing 
nuclear weapons, but there the 
US has pursued diplomacy 
rather than war. 

There is no evidence of a 
solid organizational link 
between the Iraqi government 
and any terrorist network. 
Osama Bin Laden condemns 
Saddam Hussein as a heretic. 

War has shaky support in 
opinion polls. Opponents 


include retired generals, 
churches, business and labor 
leaders, municipal govern¬ 
ments, and millions of citizens. 

The war is very unpopular 
abroad. China, France, 

Germany and Russia are 
opposed. 

In this anxious time, we must 
not give in to paranoia. While

ATTENTION ALL STUDENTS! 

IMPORTANT IMMUNIZATION INFORMATION 

Massachusetts state law requires that all college students have 
an up-to-date immunization record on file in the Student Health 
Service on campus. A series of 3 Hepatitis B shots is now 
required for all freshmen and sophomores, as well as, all 
undergraduate and graduate students in the College of Health 
Professions. Beginning in September 2003, all juniors will 
need the Hepatitis B vaccine and seniors in 2004. The shots are 
given over a six month period of time. A registration hold will 
be imposed on any student who has not complied with these 
regulations within 30 days of starting the semester. Flags will 
not be removed until a student has completed at least two of 
the required three Hepatitis B shots, since a person does not 
develop immunity from the Hepatitis B virus until after the 
second shot. The first two shots should be given four weeks 
apart, the third five months after the second. 

Student Health Services offers the Hepatitis B vaccine, along 
with the other required vaccines, MMR and Tetanus, at clinics 
every Thursday morning from 8:30 - 9:30 AM. We are located 
on South Campus in the McGauvran Student Center Room 
335. 

There is a nominal $5 charge for administering the vaccine 
and students should have their student ID with them. An 
appointment is not necessary for the clinic. If unable to come 
to the clinic at this time, please call SHS @ 978-934-4991 for 
information as to where else you may obtain the vaccine.

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Ephedrine in the spotlight [the freshman FOCUS

With the recent tragic death of Orioles pitch¬ 
er Steve Bechler, the drug ephedrine has again 
come under fire. The drug, which is more com¬ 
monly known as ephedra, is a stimulant that 
interacts with the body's central nervous sys¬ 
tem and has been called “one of the most dan¬ 
gerous dietary supplements" on the market. It 
has been banned by the NCAA, the NFL, and 
the International Olympic Committee. 

According to UMass Lowell Athletics 
Director Dana Skinner, the use of supplements 
is not a serious issue, however he suspects 
there is some use. Skinner stated that the 
NCAA conducts random drug tests for football 
and baseball during the regular season, and all 
other teams must be tested if their sport quali¬ 
fies for NCAA tournament play. It is important 
to note that the NCAA only tests for sub¬ 
stances that the NCAA has banned. According 
to Skinner, many students have stated that they 
regularly use other supplements that are not 
banned by the NCAA. 

Ephedrine has become extremely popular 
with teens and others who are trying to lose 
weight or build muscle. This drug can be found 
in such products as Metabolife, Metabolite, as 
well as Xenadrine RFA-1, which was found in 
Bechler’s locker. 

According to espn.com, ephedrine has been 
linked to heatstroke and heart trouble. Another 
source, which calls itself the Ephedrine Legal 
Advice Group, has linked ephedrine with many 
other side effects, including high blood pres¬ 
sure, insomnia, headaches, seizures and even 
death. 
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The autopsy reports round ephedrine in Steve 
Belcher’s body. He passed away on Feb. 16th. 

According to registered pharmacist Rich 
Dinsmore, ephedrine is very dangerous 
because it pushes the human body beyond its 
maximum capacity. Dinsmore explains, 
“Ephedrine causes the lungs to breathe better, 
which in turn causes the heart to beat faster." 

He continued, “This becomes a problem when 
the individual begins to exercise because 
instead of becoming winded the person still 
feels strong, even though his body may be 
close to a complete shutdown." 

Some local pharmacies have become so con¬ 
cerned about the consumers’ safety that they 
have placed their own warning labels in front 
of the products. Also, some have decided not 
to sell these products to anyone who is under 
the age of 18. In fact, many stores will actually 
card a customer who wishes to buy one of 
these ephedrine-containing products.

Men’s basketball is now in the 
books for achieving true greatness. 
In true Boston sports fashion, the 
River Hawks captured the 
Northeast-10 Conference champi¬ 
onship in an overtime upset in 
Saturday’s game over Bryant 
College, 64-58. The basketball nets 
were cut down to preserve the 
memorable season, but head coach 
Ken Barer need not worry about 
anyone forgetting this. 

Three-year starting forward Elad 
Inbar scored 18 points as well as a 
career-high 14 rebounds in 38 min¬ 
utes. Uri Grunwald converted 4 of 
9 field goals and went 5 for 6 at the 
free throw line to chip in 14 points 
while forward James Whyte added 
12 points. 

Lowell led Bryant 48-39 with 
4:21 remaining, but was outscored 
13-4 by Bryant through the rest of 


regulation. Whyte converted two 
free throws to give the River 
Hawks a slim 52-49 lead with: 09 
left. Bryant’s Jon Wallace was 
fouled on an attempted three-point¬ 
er and easily sunk the three foul 
shots. Inbar attempted a three- 
pointer during the last play of the 
game but missed. 

In overtime, Bryant scored first 
on a jumper, but UML came back 
with seven unanswered points from 
the free throw line, taking a 59-54 
lead. Wallace brought Bryant to 
within three with a pair of free 
throws making it 59-56. Grunwald 
responded with a lay-up and two 
foul shots giving Lowell its 64 
points in the win. 

Wednesday’s game against 
American International College in 
Springfield was packed with more 
power from the team from Lowell. 
The River Hawks won their 21st 
game of the season, 73-65.

UNH would tie il up minutes later 
however as Josh Prudden picked up a 
loose puck in a crowd of Wildcats and 
deposited it in the Lowell net. At the 
midpoint of the third, UNH continued 
their assault with a goal by Justin 


Aikins, putting themselves back in the 
lead at 4-3. 

Hard work and continued offensive 
presence would pay dividends for 

Lowell as McGrane got the puck in the 

comer and fought his way out threw 
the puck towards the slot. The puck 
would hit the legs of a UNH defense- 
man and go right passed a misdirected 
Ayers to tie the game at 4 apiece. 

Both teams would have chances in 
the OT but nobody could convert as 
both teams would have to settle for the 
4-4 tie. 

This point brings Lowell to within a 
single point of 8th place Northeastern 
for the last playoff spot. Lowell has 
three chances this week to pick up 
much needed points as they host 
Merrimack on Tuesday before traveling 
to Providence College on Friday and 
playing host to Northeastern on Sat on 
the final day of the regular season.
